lowed that Davis was about the same. He bad 
been driven ae desperatiou by 
Davis attentions to bis wife 
and by her perfidious course, and cared but 
little what fate was ‘a storefor him. He ha 

requested Davis to st.y away from his Sonn 
ana let him live in peace, a score of times since 
last Sunday, and his wishes had not been re. 
spected. if the law had rendered bim any 
assistance yesterday the affray would never 
have happened, But, ssid he, doggedlv, ‘‘a 
man is no man who will not deteng his own 
home.“ He never thought of striking Davis 
with the hatchet, or anything else, until he 
saw the latter draw the butcher knife and 
then nme struck in self-defense 

When Davis was felled to the floor ne (Bo. . 
man), forgot everything but his wrongs and - 
struck him several times with the buteber 
knife. He was of the opinion that he had done 
rigbt, and had no desire to escape the police 

but, instead, found an officer as 
quickly as possible and surrendered himself

WHAT ELIZA TAYLOR SAW.

The Ste. Genevieve. 

The steamer Ste. Genevieve arrived yester- 
day from Mempnis with nearly 500 passen- 
gers, the majoiity being retugees from the 
plague-stricken eity of Mempots.

Genevieve arrived at Quarantine, aud she 
was immediately examined by Drs. Outley and 
Eversole, the vessel pronounced free from in- 
fection and allowed to proceed up the river, 
arriving at St. Louis abcut 9 p. m.

LONDON, July 25.—In the House of Com-

SURRENDER OF CANNON 
and the 1,000 rifles captured by the Zulus at 
Isandula. These not arriving he advanced 
and was attacked in the open country by 15,- 
000 Zuius, who fled under a heavy tire of the 
British. Lord Chelmsford then adyanced and 
destroyed Ulundi. The Zulus’ loss amounted 
to 800. The British lost 10 killed and 53 
wounded. 

THE BATTLE WAS FOUGHT 
July 4. The Zulus were yariously esti- 
mated at from 10,000 to 20,000. They 
surrounded the British troops, who formed 
a hollow square. The Zulus charged the 
square on all four sides.

AN OFFICIAL TELEGRAM 

from Lord Chelmsford says: Cetywayo not 
only failed to comply with my demands for 
the return of the cannon, fete, but fired on 
our watering parties.

You say, with even more than childlike sim- 
plicuy, that vou have not entered 
into „the rightfulness or wrongfulness 
of this order as ah military 
cessity and do not intend to.’’ With 
naive confession on your part, Low can it 
apparenttoan ordinary intellect that your 
letter is a masterly vindication of an order 
ugainst which nothing has been urged but its 
wrongiulness, and which can only be vindicat- 
ed by establisbingits rightfulness.It is certain 
Jy a strange vindication ot an order that does 
not touch the only issues made iu regard to 
it. 

You may, yerhaps, say that you intended to 


constitute a military necessity, but you have 
omitted todothis, and neither Ewing, nor 
Schofield, nor any of their triends have ever 
attempted it. Nothing shert of an urgent mili-

Scboftield, of the ‘‘ District of North Missouri, 
comprising alithat partof the State north of 
the Missouri River, and separated trom Gen. 
Ewing’s district by it. 

I bad an interview with General Schofield in 
regard to the order in question a short time 
after its promulgation, in which he disapproyv- 
ed the orderin unqualified terms, and stated 
his purpose to reyoke it at once or have it 
done. coneurred with Gen. Sehofield fuilyin 
his views of tne inexpediency and injustice of 
the order. 

At the time the order was issued an expedi- 
tion was being fitted up in Kansas to make a 
Missouri in retaliation for the Luw- 


vised, as he informed me atthe time. This in- 
cursion was checkmated and prevented by the 
movement of troops, indicated in the following 
telegraphic order: 
Macon, Mo., August 27, 1863. 

Col. John F. Williams, St. Joseph, Mo.: 

Ihave this moment receiveda dispatch from 
Ewing advising me that he believed an 
expedition was being fitted out at Leavenworth 
to make a raid across the river into Missauri. 
Such a movement must be promptiy met and 
resisted. You had better perhaps send Maj. 


| Garth down opposite Leavenworth with Co. 
B to keep watch upon their movements. 


You 
will also notify Capt. Garth at Liberty to move 
with his command to Wyandotte. You will 
also notify your troops above St. Joseph, near 
the river, to be on the alert and take such steps 
as will checkmate any movement in that direc- 
tion. 

If men cross into Missouri to repeat the 
outrages Quantrell and his murderers have 
just consummated in Kansas, no matter under 
what pretext, Iwantthem met with bloody 
hands.’’

was then concurred in, I believe, by every cit- 
izen of this State, soldier or civilian, that the 
order in question was prompted vy the spirit 
of retaliation then fiercely burning in Kansas 
on accouift of the recent Lawrence butch- 
ery,’’ and issued in obedience to the demands 
of the ‘‘red leg element of that State.
